gravest, crisis which Ok lahoma has 


faced 
during the turbulent day s of 
m a rtial law since Governor J. C. W al­ 


ton declared war on the invisible e m ­ 
pire, 
swept across 
the* state 
when 
the governor ordered mobilized every 


force a t his command, military and 
civilian, to enforce his proclamation 
ha lting T ue sd a y ’s special election. 
Walton called 
to 
arm s 
the 
full 
s tr e ngth of the 
Ok lahoma national 
guard, 
5,000 
officers and 
men, anu 
ordered 
num erous 
detachm ents 
to 
s tra te gic points in the state. 
He or­ 
dered to duty every m an of his 22,000 
special police so as to blank et the 
« tate and forbid opening of the polls. 
This force he calls his ‘ minute m en.’' 
He Issued a call to 75,000 volunteer 
citizen soldiers he claims 
he 
has 
draw n to his cause and colors. 
T he 
governor 
said 
he was going 
to stop at all costa any effort at hold­ 
ing the election. 
He dotte not plan 
to use the military to stop the e l a ­ 
tion unless there is a riot. 
"The con­ 
stitution does net give me that right,” 
he explained. 
“ But my minute m en 
will stop it. 
The polls will not open. 
If there is riot then i will throw the 
m ilitary into action. 
T here may be 
blooduhed. 
I dread to see 
it, 
but 
the r e may be in order to preserve 
our constitution. 
If there is blood­ 
shed, it will lie at the doors of the 
k lan-k ept pres« .” 
* Governor W alton then charged tha t 
five ne w sp a pe rs in the state were re­ 
sponsible for the p resent turbulence 
and unrest. 
‘‘If it had not been tha t 
■other 
new spapers 
throughout 
the 
United States would have m isund er­ 
stood my motive and could not have 
k nown m y provocation, I would have 
put a lock on those new spaper plants 
long ago and thrown the k ey in the 
rive r,” he 
declared. 
‘‘T hen 
there 
would not have been all this trouble.” 
Blames the Kian. 


T he governor attribute« all resist- 
ence to his policies to the Ku Klux 
Kian. 
He was m ore aroused than at 
any time since he began his ‘‘light to 
a finish on the invisible empire.” 
‘‘They ha r e gone too far,” he de­ 
clared. “ My patience is fray ed. They 
have badgered me enough. They have 
ruined 
by 
five constitutional 
m e a s­ 
ures the things I built my campaign 
on. 
T here can be no election now. 
It is invalidated. 
T he y tried to run 
in initiative bill Xo, 79. 
They held 
up 
the 
election, 
wrangling in 
the 
c ourts until the last minute, until too 
late to inform the people what the 
m e a sure » mean, and now they shall 
not vote.” 
Governor Walton thund ered a w a rn­ 
ing to Ok lahom a tha t martial law will 
be clam ped down so tight it will stifle 
the state, if opposition persists. 
T he election m achinery has been 
net in motion by W. C. McAlester, 
a e c r e t a r y of the s t a t e electiou board. 
Ballots have been hurried into county 
« eat« . 
In about half the counties of 
t he sta te week ly p ap ers are rushing 
out e x tra editions containing a s y m ­ 
posium of the propositions to be vot­ 
ed on and exhorting the people to go 
a he a d with the election. 
W. D. McBee, lead er of the “rebel” 
legislators, announced that speak ers 
a r e urging the people throughout the 
iitate to go to the polls Tuesday , a s ­ 
suring them that the results of the 
election will be held 
valid 
by the 
courts. 
Attorney General George F. Short 
a d d re sse d a formal signed sta te m e nt 
to the electorate of Ok lahoma, de­ 
claring the election set for Tuesday , 
Oct. 2. to be legal and tha t “no power, 
civil or military , shall ever interfere 
to prevent the free exercise of the 
right of suffrage.” 
Sheriffs of every county in the state 
have been com m anded by th« gov­ 
ernor >to refuse 
to open the ballot 
boxes. 
The program to meet that is 
already 
mapped 
out. 
Citizens, 


m a nd the right to vote and warn the 
sheriff tha t interference with 
that 
right will result in prosecution. 
The 
pena lty upon conviction is 10 y ears 
in prison, it was said.

nouncem ent that poison

found in the k idney s of Mrs. Gertrude 
Gorm an 
Webb gave added im petus 
to the investigation of the circum ­ 
s ta nc e s surrounding her death. 


Dr. A. O. Goettler, pathologist of 
BelleVue hospital, New York , notified 


Coroner Fitzgerald tha t after a care­ 
ful search he had discovered unm is­ 
tak able traces of poison, possibly bi­ 
chloride of m ercury , in the body of 
the woman. 
Coincident with the announc e m e nt 
it developed tha t not only will the 
W estchester county officials 
launch 
an im m ediate investigation, but that 
the district attorne y of New 
York 
will turn a large p a rt of his force 
over to sift Mrs. W e b b ’s m y sterious 
death. 
It developed tha t Mr« . Webb, heir­ 
ess to the $2,000,000 esta te of the late 
Mrs. S. Jennings Gorman, who un­ 
doubtedly did 
sign the 
new 10-line 
will on her death bed, had told her 
old 
family friends 
and 
counselor, 
Jud ge 
McInty re, 
tha t she 
had no 
recollection of having signed it, as 
she had been in a daze for a long 
time. 
The esta te was left to her hus­ 
band. 
The judge com mented: 
“ The 
W ebb case is lik ely to develop into 
one of the moet fam ous cases in the 
history of Am erican jurisprudence.” 
A close friend of the dead woman 
said: 
“ The Webbs were not happily 
married. 
She was just a child anu 
acted a« a child, a lm ost up to the 
m om e nt of her death. 
But towards 
the end she realized that she had 
m issed many 
things 
that m ean so 
m uch to women.” 
Jud ge McInty re said that the death 
bod confidence which he and his wife 
received from Mrs. Webb did not con­ 
cern 
facts that m ight lead to the 
prosecution of the crime. 
He added: 
"M rs. W’ebb com m unicated her suspi­ 
cions that she had been poisoned to 
Mrs. Johnstone, w'it’e of former Judge 
Johnstone, and not to us. 
.Mrs. Webb 
ws quite convinced before she died 
that she had been a victim of a pow­ 
erful poison introduced into her sy s­ 
tem by some e xtraneous m eans.” 
, 
Mrs. 
Robert 
Johnstone said: 
“ I 
could tell y ou the story , the real story 
of G e r tr ud e ’s death. 
She died in my 
arm s. 
I went to school with her. 
I 
k new* her and loved her as well as 
a ny one on earth. 
But 1 c a n’t talk 
y e t ” 
Mr. Webb has made no s ta te m e nt 
concerning hi* wife’s death.

munists, who opened fire from « everal 


directions on the dense crowds in na r­ 
row' streets.

At 4 o’clock shots were 
heard. There was an Immediate panic. 
Many started to run, but the leaders 
restored

Order has hardly been se- 
stored when there was a nother burst 
of firing which soon grew* in volume 
to the intensity of machine gun fire.

There 
are about eight women wL* dance 
and two men who pla> guitars. 
Some of the women dance well, bet­ 
ter than most stage dancers, and all 
are experts at rattling the castanets. 
In the low-vaulted cave the clacking 
of eight pairs of castanets produces an 
overpowering rhythm that penetrates 
and pervades one’s whole conscious­

ius of the ancient gypsy race. 
l^ut when a number is finished and 
the dancers stop to rest they are 
merely gypsies again.

door (which is doubtless under the 
same management).

plains it to rhe gypsies, and they 
laugh and go on with the dancing. 
When the show Is over they want 
to tell your fortune, and then all the 
noigh boring gypsies flock In, carry­ 
ing their babies in their arms.

baby wants a penny.

Explaining Mississippi's Flow. 


Motion “ up" or “ down” proj>erly de­ 
fined, refers to movements against the 
attraction of gravity or to those act­

at a point about 1,500 feet above the 
level of the sea, is n<u an exception 
to the rule.

“But if our faith In life survives, 
then there is a value in knowing the 
things that were done at Smyrna. They 
are scientific data showing what hu­ 
manity is. The atrocity of Smyrna was 
the crime of the organized politics of 
the world, and the cruelty and cupidity 
of individual Turks were matched by 
the cupidity and indifference of West­ 
ern men.”—McClure’s Magazine.

First Schooibooks. 
The first schooibooks u sed by the 
children o f the early American colon­ 
ists were known as horn books. They 
were no t books su ch as we have to­ 
day , but were strips of wood abou t 4% 
by 2 Inches.

Oklahoma City, Okla., Oct I.—The 
gravest crisis which Oklahoma has 
faced during the turbulent days of 
martial law since Governor J. C. Wal­ 
ton declared war on the invisible em­ 
pire, swept across the - state when 
the governor ordered mobilized every 
force at his command, military and 
civilian, to enforce his proclamation 
halting Tuesday’s special election. 
Walton called to arm s 
the 
full 
strength of the Oklahoma national 
guard, 5,000 officers and men, ana 
ordered

detachm ents 
to 
strategic points in the state.

dered to duty every man of his 22,000

Dr. A. O. Goettler, pathologist of 
Bellevue hospital, New York, notified 
Coroner Fitzgerald that after a care­ 
ful search he had discovered unmis­ 
takable traces of poison, possibly bi­ 
chloride of mercury, in the body of 
the woman. 
Coincident with the announcem ent 
it developed that not only will the 
W estchester county officials 
launch 
an immediate investigation, but that 
the district attorney of New York 
will turn a large part of his force 
over to sift Mrs. W ebb’s mysterious 
death. 
It developed that Mrs. Webb, heir­ 
ess to the $2,000,000 estate of the late 
Mrs. S. Jennings Gorman, wha un­ 
doubtedly did 
sign the 
uew 10-line 
will on her death bed, had told her 
old family friends 
aud 
counselor, 
Judge 
McIntyre, that she 
had no 
recollection of having signed it, as 
she had been in a daze for a long 
time. 
The estate was left to her hus­ 
band. 
The judge commented: 
“The 
Webb case is likely to develop into 
one of the most famous cases in the 
history of American jurisprudence.” 
A close friend of the dead woman 
said: 
“The Webbs were not happily 
married. 
She was just a child ann 
acted ae a child, almost up to the 
mom ent of her death. 
But towards 
the end she realized that she had 
missed many things that mean so 
much to women.’’ 
Judge McIntyre said that the death 
bed confidence which he and his wife 
received from Mrs. Webb did not con­ 
cern facts that might lead to the 
prosecution of the crime. 
He added: 
“ Mrs. Webb communicated her suspi­ 
cions that she had been poisoned to 
Mrs. Johustone, wife of former Judge 
Johnstone, and not to us.

vvs quite convinced before she died 
that she had been a victim of a pow­ 
erful poison introduced into her sys­ 
tem by some extraneous means.”

When the show is over they want 
to tell your fortune, and then all the 
neighboring gypsies flock in, carry­ 
ing their babies in their arras.

First Schoolbooks.
